Each of the references fails to teach or suggest a CAD generation management system comprising a first storage to store font 
information indicating generation information, a second storage to store icon data indicating file information, a third storage to store 
the generation information of the file information, and a unit to refer to the generation information stored in the third storage in a 
response to an instruction to display generation information of target file information, and to create and display the icon data related 
to the generation information to be displayed by combining the font information stored in the first storage and the icon data stored in 
the second storage.
